I want to be sure that you under- 
stand that the division which has been 
produced within my family docs not 
item from the usuul type of family 
rjuanilling. There is a most funda- 
mental mason for I, just like most 
people of the United Stales, 
brought up in the warmth of a home 
which always cantered around reli- 
gious and democratic traditions.

God above everything. We received 
deep religious training an d our 
parents saw to it that we learned how 
to love one another. This love of 
God has been s predominant factor 
in my life.

Now. If ymi will permit me In do 
so. 1 shall relate tome of the facts, 
many of which you undoubtedly have 
read In the newspapers or heard on 
the radio nr TV but to wliich I cun 
add a most personal touch for I was 
present when many of these atrocities 
were "ordered” by my brother and 
heard not only the commands but the 
cynical comments which Fidel would 
utter after issuing his orders. 

Although Fidel Castro has 
that communism in Cuha Is the direct 
result of the aggressive attitute which 
the United States took toward the 
Cuban revolution, this Is not true. 
Neither is it true that Cuba lias 
become a pawn of the Soviet Union 
and Red China because Fidel was 
always a card-carrying member of the 
Communist Party. It is this very ease 
with which Fidel blurts out shocking 
and contradictory statements such as 
these that enables him to continue to 
fool so many people. 

The scheme to uonmiunize Cuba 
was incubated In Mexico to 1955. He 
bad gone to Mexico after he was par- 
doned for having master-minded the 
July 28, 1953. attack on "Moncada" 
Army Headquarters to the city of 
Santiago de Cuba. He hod spent two 
years to prison and left fur Mexico 
the minute he was released.

time, was Fidel’s contact with the old 
guard of Cuha’i Communist Party. 
And it was Che Guevara who sought 
out help from all other Communist 
Parties throughout the American con- 
tinent for it was he who had direct 
contact with the Reds to Guatemala, 
Argentina, Uruguay and toher coun- 
tries. 



Although at this particular time 
Fidel took great pains in carefully 
concealing his intrigues and contacts 
with the very worst enemies of 
Humanity. I was to hear later many 
of the auecdotes and stories of this 
episode in conversations my brother 
had with his "bosom" pals in Cuba 
and that Is why I am so convinced of 
their veracity. 

And thus began the worst acts of 
treason ever to have been committed 
on the American continent: to the 
United States, the “Yankee" dollars 
were widely collected to arm Fidel’s 
anny bnt he missed no opportunity to 
step on the patriotic and democratic 
principles for which stood the faces 
of those represented on those same 
dollars. This powerful nation, histori- 
cally Cuba’s ally, was to produce most 
of the arms, money and equipment 
for the expeditious which were the 



mainstay of my brother’s rise to 
power. But he . . . who has never 
been known to be grateful . . . had 
already agreed to sell Cuba to the 



This brings us that moment, six 
yean ago. when the Cuban revolu- 
tion triumphed. From the very first 
moment, American investors and 
even the United States government 
indicated a willingness to give the 
new Cuban government economic aid. 
Fidel was informed, through his 
Minister of Finance. Rufo Lopez 
Freaquesf, that rnanv important 
American businessmen were interested 
in investing in Cuba (this would have 
created many new jobs on the island) 
and were even witling to bolster 
Cuba's economy with truly favorable, 
low interest loans. 

But from the very beginning Fidel 
turned his back on democracy. He 
was much too busy at that time 
executing thousands of Cubans at his 



infamous “wall" and flirting with 
Russia to listen to his democratic 
friends. 

One of the things that lingers fore- 
most in my memory is now naive 
some people were . . . either because 
they knew nothing of politics or 
because they were just held spell- 
bound by Fidel . . . and how these 
people unwittingly helped Fidel 
literally hand the iiland over to 
Russia. 

People from Cuba's powerful 
middle doss . . . doctors, business 
men, etc. ... the very ones who have 
to go, come the communist state, were 
the ones who willingly holped Fidel 
carry out his mad projects. 

Within the first fifteen months of 
existence . . . more or less ... the 
Revolutionary Government confis- 
cated all commercial establishments, 
real -state, and private enterprises. 
Paradoxically, the owners of all of

time hod been singing the praises of 
the revolution high to the heavens 
untd file day that their own "chipfl" 
were swept away. 

I recall one well-known Cuban In- 
dustrialist who owned one of the 
largest hrewenes in the country. The 
poor mao really believed in the 
“honesty" of Fidel's words. He wnrkrd 
tirelessly for the Agrarian Reform . . . 
die law which Fidel used to confiscate 
the lands of many of the men who 
had toiled for many, long years in 
order to create “something" . . . One 
day. while he was dedicating all of 
his efforts to help solve some of the 
problems In the "Agrarian Reform" 
our unhappy industrialist was in- 
formed his brewery too had gone to 
the communists. 

I was present on another occasion 
when Fidel ordered the intervention 
of a chain of department stores . . . 
the owners of which had donated 
over a million dollars to the revolu- 
tion. These businessmen, like many 
of yon, had been frivolously indiffer- 
ent to the tole that communism 
played m the government set-up and 
always thought that they would be 
Immune from .Moscow's clutches. 

But the Red eLawi reached them as 
well as all others, professionals or 
not, and today all ofthem are con- 
sidered to be enemies of the com- 
munist "ideology". Such was the case 
of one Cuba’s top, internally known, 
industrialist, Mr. Pepin. Bosch, presi- 
dent the Bacardi Rum Company and 
the Hatuey brewery. 

Mr. Bosch has been, for yean, one 
of democracy’s foremost standard 
bearers. Hr collaborated with the 
revolution my brother headed but he 
was among the first to realize even 
before the fall of Batista's regime, 
that the revolution had been handed 
over to international communism. He 
made this known tn those closest tn 
him. 

In the first months of 1959, when 
Fidel came to these United States, 
my brother wanted to be accompanied 
by men of "rest prestige in U. S. 
business and U. S. Government circles. 
The first person whom Fidel invited 
on this trio wn« Mr. Pepin Bosch. He 
refined st first but relented, when he 



was told by Fidel that "your presence 
on tliis trip wdl benefit Cuba, and 
Cuba alone." Mr. Bosch's presence 
lusted but a few hours. He quickly 
sensed what was happening and flew 
back to Havana, saying, upon his arri- 
val. "This Is communism . . and of 

the worst kind " 

Upon hearing of this. Fidel said 
nothing. He returned to Cuba and 
the very nest day “passed" a law im- 
posing the highest and most arbi- 
trary tax imaginable on beer. That 
day. I remember. Fidel wns speaking 
tn Mr. Miguel Angel Quevedo. pub- 
lisher of ’’Bohemia" magazine. He 
told him: "From here on out, Pepin 
isn’t going to feel much like attack- 
ing my revolution." 

But Fidel was wrong. Today, Mr. 
Bosch is one of the bitterest enemies 
of the communist system that Fidel 
directs and he has placed both his 
life and his fortune to serve the 
cause of Cuba’s liberation. You who 
are intelligent people governed by in- 
telligent people, must realize how 
completely absurd it is to live in a 
country where laws, tains and all 
general government measures are dic- 
tated only to benefit or hurt personal 
friends or foes of the head of the 
government 

1, who have known Fidel all of my 
life, do not doubt that ho Is a mono- 
maniac. He has always placed him- 
self over and above everything else. 
I shall now describe one of the many 
incidents which clearly proves this 
fact 

Cuba produced u surgeon who 
occupied a truly high place in the 
world's medical roster. You may pos- 
sibly have heard of some of his out- 
standing surgical achievements. His 
name is Dr. Antonio Rodriguez Diaz 
and be was, for many years, the 
doctor of Cuba’s top families. It was 
logical, therefore, that when Fidel 
came into power, that Dr. Rodriguez 
Diaz, who was also a personal friend 
of Fidel’s, should assume the respon- 
sibility of guanlmg the health of 
Cuba’s new leader It wiu thanks to 
his skill as a surgeon that Fidel’s son 
and my nephew, Fidetito, pulled 
through after suffering great Injury in 
an automobile accident. Fidel, who 
is roost apprehensive by nature, used 
to spend a great deal of time having

all kinds of physical check-ups with 
Dr. Rodriguez Diaz. The doctor even 
performed quite a delicate operation 
on Fidel shortly after the revolution 
first triumphed. 

But, besides being a surgeon Dr. 
Rodriguez Diaz was also the owner 
of a large farm which produced 
cattle, tobacco and other agricultural 
products. When Fidel signed into 
law the Agrarian Reform decree 
which bad been drafted by old- 
guard communist Carlos Fafnel Ro- 
driguez, the doctor’s lands met their 
"communizing’’ fate and passed into 
the hands of the red government. 

A short time later. Dr. Rodriguez 
Diaz decided to leave Cuba as have 
done most all of Cuba’s great doctors 
and other professionals in general. 
Fidel found out about the plana of 
his top medical man and went to see 
him. "Antonin," Fidel said, “l have 
came to ask you to stay." 

Dr. Rodriguez Diaz presented my 
brother with all the arguments which 
had made him deckle to leave Cuba: 
the aggression the regime had 
launched ogalnrt the medical profes- 
sion, the violation of all of man’s na- 
tural rights, the little respect that 
existed for hutnun life in general. 
Fidel unsuccessfully exhausted his en- 
tire line of persuasion. He offered 
the doctor the post of Minister of 
Health (which Dr. Rodriguez Diaz 
pr o mptl y refused) . . . but to no avail. 

The doctor then told my brother: 
"Listen. Fidel. 1 have spent my entire 
life working only to live to see com- 
munists taking the land which I 
neither stole nor inherited." 

Fidel then answered, and I quote, 
"Look. Antonio, we ure going to 
make a deni: you ure going to take 
care of me nnd I am going In take 
care of your land. My health comes 
before all communist laws.” 

Today. Dr. Rodriguez Diaz is “re- 
validating" his medical studies at a 
hospital tn the city of Police in 
Puerto Rico, where he is but another 
Cuban doctor who is trying in pass 
examinations in foreign lands in an 
effort to continue practicing the one 
thing he really knows how to do. 

But of one thing you can la* cer- 
tain . . . Every time Fidel feels one 
of those many aches and pains and ho 
has to subject himself to examination 
by one of those unskilled hands that 
his regime hits “graduated" from 
medical school after only a few 
months of training. Fidel misses the 
genius of Dr. Rodriguez Diaz. 

As time went on, the communist 
regime took over all "clinics" which 
was the name given to privately- 
owned hospitals All ItmpitaU were 
then to the hands of doctors who had 
embraced the communist doctrine. It 
did not matter if these men were pro- 
fessionally inferior to others who were 
anti-communist or simply apolitical. 

In this same manner, all sectors of 



life in the nation started to cruxnbli 
Fidel was the first to see to it thi 
would be done. One lady, onl 
because she was decently dressed an 
appeared clean, was outrageously it 
suited on the streets of Havana. Fc 
a man to wear a tie and suit wi 
considered on offense by the "vulgi 
cracy" that surrounded my dei 
brother. 

Decency itself came to be a crirr 
and men and women in my count! 
even lost their right to raise the 
children according to their own trad 
tions, religions or customs. 

One of the last times that I wi 
with Fidel was when our mother wi 
seriously ifl. on the verge of deati 
For any other human being, the Io 
of one os dear as one’s own motto 
cannot but provoke a wave of sa< 
ness. 

But this was not what my broth, 
felt He "dedicated" a few minub 
to her funeral and these were spei 
bawling out those of us who wantt 
to have our mother given a Christo 
burial (which is what she had). 

I have wanted to tell you of the: 
purely persona] moments, todden 
which 1 am revealing for the fir 
tune, because I believe that many • 
you are doctors and you may be ab 
to analyze Fidel in purely psychiatr 
terms for his complex and unfortuna 
personality would be a challenge ev« 
to the best of you. 

But the aggressions of the cor 
munist regime of Cuba have not bc< 
confined to members of the mtdd 
class (professionals or busincssmet 
A new class has hern created there 
similar tn that described by Milovi 
Djilas . . . and this new class enjo 
ail the luxuries, bourgeois pleasur 
(to use their words) mistreating ai 
humiliating the majority of work* 
and peasants who have not joined tl 
United Party of the Socialist Revnl 
tinn (PURS) which was created 1 
my brother on Moscow orders bo 
to •-•orrode the framework of ti 
government and to export the hideo 
system to the oilier nations on tl 
Continent, none of which is safe fro 
the hammer and sickle threat. 

His obsession for power led hi 
to state one day (l was present) th 
"some day I will walk along Fif 
Avenuo and .New York will be nnd 
communist rule." This may seem U 
day dreaming ... at best ridiculoi 
at worst, distant . . ■ and i* practical 
impossible. But it doesn’t seem at 
abnormal to Fidel thot such s tht 
could happen because he is co 
vlnced that in many circle* in tl 
country . . . either because the se 
ousness of the communist threat 
not realized or for other reasons whi 
I am not tn a position to detail . 
have placed Important organs of cm 
muiiication, very valuable radio a 
TV time, and well-known publish!

Morrison Fruited 

Dean A. E. Papale. INCA First 
Vice-President, struck a nostalgic 
chord when he cited another award 
winner, the late Hon. deLesscps S. 
Morrison, fanner New Orleans mayor 
and OAS ambassador. Said Papale:

Ochsner, Butler Speak 

The uudience heard brief messages 
about the history and progress of 
INCA. 

Dr. Ochsner told the story of LNCA 
which heg;ui over three years ago as 
"the brainchild of Ed Butler" to 
fight the "worst battle we've ever 
fought" against Communism. 

He said at first it was such a "big 
undertaking" that it seemed "like a 
nebulous dream" to some. However, 
through the "hard work and dedi- 
cated devotion of those who believe 
in TRUTH" INCA has grown from 
one man’s dream to an organization 
of over "120 Latin American stations’ 
and "over 300 stations in the U. S.' 
He explained that INCA uses refugee 
testimony for its TRUTH TAPES 
because "they caii tell what happen- 
ed like no one else can." 

A l “concrete evidence of what 
INCA has done and Is doing", Odis- 
ner cited the publislted statements of 
missionaries who have commended the 
TRUTH TAPES, and the recent his- 
tory of Venezuela and Chile. 

In Venezuela the Communist terror 
campaign designed to frighten the 
malority of voters into staying home 
the Communists could win. was 
defeated wlien a barrage of TRUTH 
TAPES were broadcast through 17 
INCA cooperating stations. "Over 
97% of the people voted, a record 
for any nation", Ochsner said. 

In Chile Scfiorita Castro's TRUTH 
TAPED statements were beamed to 
the women through 21 INCA statio ns 
and, while the men split their vole 
50-50 the women (who use separate 
ballot boxes) voted in “overwhelming 



majority” against the Communists, 
Ochsner said. "But. he concluded, we 
feel we’ve only started and that there 
is a great deal more to do." 

Following Dr. Ochsner. INCA 
Executive Vice-Presidrnt Butler spoke 
of INCA's progress and its plans for 
the future. He asked the audience to 
open thetr copies of the booklet 
“Cuba; Terror and Death . . .“ which 
had been distributed through the 
courtesy of Sehorita Castro. Exhibit- 
ing poignant photos of children and 
old people w)*o have suffered and 
died in the horror of Communist 
Cuba, he said “This is the reason we 
are doing what we are doing. It 
could be our parents, our children." 

Butler commended Manuel Gil, 
INCA Production Mannger, and 
Louis Reese, INCA Operation* Man- 
ager for their unseen sacrifices rm 
behalf of the organization. 

He said that the private INCA 
operation was vitally important 
because it eliminated the need to 
combine "two powers that should 
never be combined — the power to 
govern and the power to propagan- 
dize " He pointed to the unholy al- 
liance of Hitler and Goebbels as an 
example of what happens to a nation 
when these powers are combined. 

Speaking of the new INCA net- 
work of United States radio stations, 
Butler warned that Castro had 
launched a two-pronged propaganda 
attack against America, designed first 
persuade the U. S. public that 
Communism in Cuba was "here to 
stay"; and on the other hand to re- 
cruit rioters and assassins like Lee 
Harvey Oswald, whom Butler de- 
bated ■ few weeks before he shot 
President Kennedy. 

Butler said that we should oot be 
surprised if "what happened 
Dallas, happens in New Orleans* 
because Communist propaganda is 
hitting here, and recruiting ad- 
herents.* Communists know if you 
get a grip un the mind you can mani- 
pulate die trigger finger by remote 
control, be said. 

“Oswald was a soldier" said But- 
ler," a soldier they did not have to 
pay. clothe, feed or house; who could 
he ordered with propaganda by re- 
mote control."

houses at Fidel's disposal by per- 
mitting them to paint a false picture 
uf the true and tragic situation which 
prevails in Cuba. Who are respon- 
sible? Usually men who are either 
lacking in cnpacity are not acting in 
good faith or are too naive. These 
are the ones that h*ve been permitted 
to go to my country to write tbe re- 
ports which reach the American 
public. 

In order to further substantiate my 
words, 1 shall continue to relate 
another incident More than a year 
ago, a well-known New York news- 
paper sent a photographer and a 
newspaperman to Cuba to do a series 
of articles on the socialist revolution. 
1 am sure that many of you must 
have seen the rotogravure of tliat New 
York newspaper which carried 
"human interest’* shots of children 
hugging Fidel, rows of people hail- 
ing the master as he promenaded 
along with the foreign correspondents. 

Whnt you don't «ee in the photo- 
graphs is the rehearsing that has gone 
into the shooting of (lie scene. These 
ate children of card-carrying Com- 
munist Party members, part of the 
"new dais", who have been perfectly 
trained for such occasiont. So please, 
from now un, when you see a photo- 
graph of my brother Fide!, sur- 
rounded by many children, hailed by 
old ladies, workers and peasants, be 
sure and smile for believe me, there 
ate no spontaneous acclamations in 
Cuba. Everything is always enrefuily 
drilled under strict Communist Party 
control 

This is why it is to necessary to 
Cell and repeat the truth about Cuba. 
The dramatic example which Cuba is 
must not go to waste. It must be 
used to save the rest of tbe Hemi- 
sphere. Wc must enlighten opinions 
which have been formed on very 
superficial appreciation of facts. We 



must coned these misconceptions 
and thrive down into what the “Cuba 
case" really is. 

Do not be led astray by the propa- 
ganda of international communism. 
They are experts in twisting lies and 
deceits into popular slogans, articles 
and editorials. They use universities, 
high schools, and useful idiots. They 
use anything and everything they can 
lay their hands on and con maneuver 
to their advantage. 

Therefore, when you see what 
seems like brilliant reporting, such as 
that which 1 recently saw in a well- 
known American magazine, showing 
the world the marvels of one of the 
most modem rice plantations in l-atin 
America, check back a little. You will 
find that this nee plantation was 
thriving in Cuba years before Fidel's 
takeover. All he luu done is change 
the original name. 

This is true of all other Fidel labels: 
the “Lenin Hands", the "Mao Tse- 
Tung" workers homing unit, the 
"Chaplin" Theatre, the "Picasso"

film of a group of children, with 
their little fists dosed, singing the 
communist Intemacionale anthem, 
think of die tragedy that each inno- 
cent littlo face represents, for each 
child has been snatched from his 
home, sent tn far-off indoctrination 
centers or Marxist training comps.

This has been but a rough sketch 
of the tragic destiny that lias befallen 
a small hut rich nation where every 
man used to work and live only to 
bring up a family according to e stab- 
ilised democratic and moral norms. 
Today that pattern has been broken, 
unfortunately, by a small group of 
men who have placed their sinister 
ambitions above their country, their 
families, their homes, and Gad. 

I do hope that you have been able 
to understand me. Thank you very 
much.
